A FRONTIER HORROR. 


Reported Massacre of Prospectors 
by the Utes. 


Seventeen Whites Murdered and Their 
Bodies Cut to Pieces.

The Utes Aroused, and Believed to be on 
the War-Path. 


CHICAGO, May 15.—The Times this morning 
publishes a story from Leadvilie, told by John 
Allendort toa repoiter of that city, regarding 
the terrible massacres of white prospectors in 
the Ute reservation. Allendorf says hs 
left his home in Linn county, Kansas, 
seven weeks ago, with seventeen others equip- 
ped for an expedition in search of mineral, 
which they found in the headwaters of the 
Gunnison Riverin rich placers which yielded 
two to four thousand dollars per uay. 

THE MASSACRE. 

On May 3, while the party was widely scat- 
tered, the Indians mounted and, five hundred 
strong, galloped down upon the camp and 
massacred the whole party cutting their 
bodies into pieces. Allendorf witnessed the 
affair trom: a mountain, whither he 
had gone hunting. The Utes had 
carried off all the gold and the whole outfit. 
Allendorf escaped and wa'ked for several diys 
until he reuched a settlement. He gives the

New YorK, May 12.--Yesterdy I returned 
from eleven days of colonial study in Vir- 
ginia, Maryland and Washington. I call it 
study because bock-history is soon forgotten 
nnless it is reaftirmed in the mind through the 
eve. Some French author has said that the 
oniy correct knowledge is gained by the eye. 
After the war of secession began the eyes of 
many of the untraveled Southern prisoners 
were opened wide by marching into cities like 
New York, Philadelphia and Cincinnati, and 
ata gisnee they saw the great contract as- 
sumed by their politicians. In the same way 
the American Aevira to Europe annually, 
though atiended withsome aifectations and 
to an extent dissipating, isa part of the edu- 
cation of our people by the eye. They dis- 
cover, generally, that the land they have left 
aud its equality of intercourse are more than 
4 balance for mere views and associations. In 
my boyhoed and early manhood I saw as 
much of Europe as I thought suflicient, not 
being on artist nor a courtier, and have since 
fone mv traveling at home, where there is 
fine nature, where man can be found any- 
where between brigandage and the bindbox, 
and where the problemg of the West and its 
following century are to be solved upona 

_sesle of intercourse and personal influence 
never known. There have been but 
TWO GREAT FACTS 
in hundreds of years, America and General 


Education. The former raised man from a 
serf to be a Jandholder, not here only, butin 


Europe. Prussia had no farmers, in one 
sense, till after the battie of Jena. **With 


exceptions here and there,’ savs Morier, 
‘the tillers of the soil became a half-servile 
caste after the thirty years’ war, and were’ 
more and more estranged from the rest of the 
community until, with the humanitarian re- 
vival at the close of the last century, they be- 
came to philanthropists objects of the same 
kind of interest and inquiry which negroes 
have been to the same kind of persons in our 
day.’’ 

The same author clearly shows that the 
‘emancipation of the Prussian peasants and 
their purchase of land in 1807 and 1811 were 
the results of Adam Smith’s publication of 
‘*The Wealth of Nations’? in 1776, itself main- 
ly derived from a studv of the growth of 
America. This book had been taught at the 
University of Konigsberg by Prof. Kraus, with 

‘the assent of Kant, the ra‘ionalist, and his 
pupils framed the legislation which emanci- 
pated the Prussian serf. Legislation widened 
in 1850, and this was soon followed by the 
manumission of the Russian serfs, coincident 
with American emancipation.

POCAHONTAS. 

In the first church planted on this old point 
Pocahontas was married,an event without a 
single bit of political, mental or moral influ- 
ence, though itis painted in the Americaa 
capital, and is a subject of pride of descent in 
Virginia. She married, I am sorry to sav, au 
already married man, too At ten years of 
sge, soft asthe oysters of her native York’. 
River. Pocahontas came to Jamestown on 3 
message by her father. It was a=journey by 
land of twelve miles. She is quaintly de- 
scribed by Wm. Strachey, in 1610, as follows: 

“Their younge women go not shadowed 
amongst their owne companie until they be 
nigh eleaven or twelve returnes of the leafe 
old: nor are they much ashamed thereof, and 
therefore would the before-remembered Po- 
cahontas, awell-featured but wanton young 
girle, Powba.an’s daughter, sometymes re- 
sorting to our post, of the age then of ——

1 suw similar scenes inthe same neighbor- 
hood among the little yellow children; for the 
c<un discourages clothing even in the early 
month of May. Little Pocahontas, for her 
lithe, active figure and light, familiar ways, 
became generally known as the favorite, ven- 
turesome dauchter of a hostile chief. She 
was, therefore, kidnapped and traded for 
Exvglish captives. Then she was married to 
an Indian. Then Sir Thomas Dale himself 
proposed for her, but the chief would not take 
ber from her busband. Finally John Rolfe or 
Ralph married her, and then soe was taken to 
England by Dale. While there she saw tirst 
produced Ben Johnson’s **Mask of Christ- 
mus,’ sitting by her Indian brother-in-law. 
J think that would have been tbe best subject 
for a picture of heria group. She died at 
Gravesend, mouth of the Thames, sailing for 
Virginia, at tbe age of probably ninetecn. 
Jobn Rolfe had awife and children before. 
and left a wife besides Pocahontas. who peti- 
tioned for his effects. In 1870 Mr. Elward D. 
Neill, of Minnesota, our Consul to Dublin, 
searched records never available to Virginians, 
and indexed the story of Pocahontas without 
much improvirg the picture. Reduced to its 
nakedness, we see achief’s daughter, not 
afraid of strangers, kind to them, misused 
and then raised to brief considcration and dy- 
ing in foreign lands. Neversince has an In- 
dian woman of equal consideration been 
muzrried toa white man, unless the case of 
Molly Brant be cited—sbe was the concubine 
of Sir William Johnson with the rank of 
wife. 

RUINS OF JAMESTOWN. 

Jamestown was the seat of government till 
1705, baving been the capital of the principal 
colony in America through the reigns of James 
I., Charles I., the Parliament, the Cromwells, 
Charles Il., James II[., and a partof the reign 
of William and Mary. It was, therefore, con- 
temporary with Shakspeare, Milton, Riche- 
lieu. Deseartes, Corneille and Dryden. It 
was the capital during the most dissolute yet 
prodigious period of British history, when, by 
two successive revolutions, the Eaglish people 
secured themselves against such slavery as 
prevailed in France. Bacon, the Virgioia* 


deduction hss been. made—he was simply a 
turbulent frontiersimen, unlawfully killing In- 
dians—burut Jamestown and it never revived. 

There are some bushes, from which rise 


mulberry and sycamure trees, shad- 
ing a few siats of stone and a 


piece of brick church tower. ‘The river has 
cut off ibe point and made it a large island. 
Within the lines traced by the church foun- 
dations trces have grownand invaded the 
graves With their roots, like old historians, 
fingeis laying hold on fables. Part of the 
island is marsh, part woods, and considerable 
isensily tiled Jand, ready to bring forth 
abundantly when tickled by moderate ia- 
custrs.

That at Williamsburg has armorial tombs, | 
like hejmets carved on the stone. I took from | 
inside the church the foliowing plates, show- 
ing thatspelling was not a perfected art in 
that period. The first English dictionary, 
Bullekar’s, was published nine vears after 
Jamestowyu had been settled, and contained 
only the **hard words.’’ But it was nearly 
20 years after Jamestown was settled and 
when Williamsburg was an infant, that Na- 
than Bailey published the tirst complete Eng- 
lish dictionary (1726), the basis of Johnson’s 
published thirty years later.

The Western people of Virginia, 
mainly Scotch and Pennsylvania emizrants, 
did raise cities, and among them Richmond, 
after it Was almest too late; for Baltimore, 
drawing.town builders to it, got the great 
startapnd absorbed all the business of the 
Chesapeake Bay, which New}Y ork has not re- 
cently taken from it. Richmond, West Point 
and most of the eligible sites of Virginia are 
beirg lifted up by Northern men: of savings

Strong Jamie. 
{From Chambers’ Journal. | 

The Berwickshire journais,in 1844, gave 
much information concerning this remarkable 
man. Though short of stature, he possessed 
prodigious strength, which earned for him the 
familiar cognomenu of ‘Jamie Strang,’’ or 
‘*Strong Jamie.” A writer in the Berwick 
Advertiser said:- “We have heard him state 
that tke greatest weight he ever 
lifted from the ground was 105 
stone, and thut he had lifted 85 stone with one 
hand. When the Forfarshire. Militia were en- 
camped at Eyvemouth, he went tosee an ac- 
quaintance among them. While there, a 
oancing-master was boasting much of his 
strength, whereupon one of the soldiers, 
knowing Stuart, engaged to provide a drum- 
mer who would lift more than the boaster 
could. Stuart, dressed asa drummer, was 
rougbtin. A piece of ordnance was lying 
efore them which the dancing-master raised 


to the perpendicular, and then al- 
lowed to fall. He asked the 
drummer whether he -_- could do 
that. Stuart pretended that he was noi very 


sure that he could; but placing his aris 
round tke cannon, he raised it entirely from 
the ground, and carnied it to some distance. 
At another time. when at Velvet Hall, near 
Lerwick, some countrymen were laboring to 
get a cart laden with hay outof a miry hole 
into which by some accident it had stuck fast. 
S:uart was appealed to for assistance. He de- 
sired them ail to stand aside, and going un: 
derneath the cart, removed it withits load to 
the opposite side of the road.*’ Thijs extraord- 
ipary man (it isaverredin many quarters) 
actually went fiddling about the couatry till 
nearly 114 years old, A smallsum was then 
collected for bim, toward which the Queen 
andthe late Sir Robert Peel contributed. 
Stuart declared that he **‘hadna been sae weel 
off this hunder year.’”? Atlength his career 
ciosed. Hedied at Tweedmouth onthe [lth 
of April, 1844. and was buried on the 14th, in 
the presence of a vast concourse of spectators. 
The Berwick Advertiser, a few days after- 
ward, contained an advertisement relating to 
: tatuettes of the veteran. 


How the Czar Lives Now.

The Czar’s method of tife has changed a 
great deal since the last attempt on his life. He 
only leaves his palace now when business re- 
quires it, and then usually in aclose carriage 
accompanied by six of his own mounted escort 
(Circassians). He rises about 7 o clock. While 
uressipg he is informed asto what he had 
done on that day the previous year, whut uni- 
form he had worn, whom he had received, etc. 
He then takes tea, and receives the Prefect of 
the City, the Minister of the Imperial Court, 
and other dignitaries. After walking for 
some time up and down the spacious rooms 
he withdraws into his workivg cabine!, and 
then pays a visitto the sick Empress, never 
omitting at the samejtime to visit his daughter, 
the Duchess of Kdinburgh, who with her 
children occupies the same rooms as she pos- 
sessed when a young girl. ‘Thereupon the 
Emperor receives the Ministers and other 
high officials who are required to report to 
bim, and transacts business with them. At 
12 o’clock breakfast is brought in, waich the 
Emperor usually takes alone in his cabinet. 
‘tbe other members of the imperial family 
resident in the Winter Palace are also in the 
habit of taking breakfast alone in their rooms, 
After breakfast the Emperor’. usually 
takes a drive, butalways with a definite pur- 
pose eitherto attend parade or pay a visit to 
some niembers of the imperial house. Return- 
ing tothe palace, hespends thetime until 
dinner either at work or visits the Empress or 
her children most frequently his daughter, 
with whese children he loves to chat and play. 
Dinner is l»id precisely at 6, butsince the cat- 
astrophe of February 5, never in one particu- 
lar roci, and all the members of the im- 
perial family seldom sit down together. An 
exceptiono this, however, are the grand (so 
called) gala dinners. In thesecases the Em- 
peror sits down with allthe members of the 
inspeiial family and the foreign embassadors 
at one table, the service being of gold. Tea 
is served at!). After that the Emperor some- 
limes plavs ashort game, generally wiist, 
withthe persons nearest to him, aad retires to 
rest at latest at Il.

AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 


Ingenious Attempt to Blow Up a Span- 
ish Consul. 
i\Fromthe New York World, 13th.) 

An attempt upon the life of Mr. Hipolito de 
Uriarte, the Consul-General of Spain, by 
means of an infernal machine conveyed 
through the mails from Philadelphia to this 
cily, fuiled yesterday, although Mr. de Uriar- 
te’s left hand was badly hurt. Mr. de Uriarte 
bad gone to his office, which is in the buiid- 
ing at the northwest corner of Nassau and 
Cedar streets, earlier than usual yesterday 
morning, arriving about 10:30, and founda 
large accumulation of mail matter awaiting 
him. It was his custom to open his mai! as 
he sat at his desk, but yesterday he opened it 
while he stood between dis desk anda window 
about three feet away, which looked into the 
courtyard of the building. Inthe mail was a 
packege about a foot long and two inches in 
diameter, of cylindrical form, wrapped in 


paper, securely sealed and bound with twine, 


and addressed to ‘‘Chevalier Hipolito d’Uri- 
arte, Spanish Consul, No. 29 Broadway, New 
York.”? The peculiarity of the address,which 
gave him thetitle “‘Chevalier’’ instead of 
**Mr.,’”” **Esq.,” orExcellency,”’did not strike 
Mr. de Uriarte,and he cut the twine and at- 
tempted to open the parcel, which had been 
posted at letter rates, carrying stamps to the 
amount of 60 cents. Instantly there was an 
explosion which made a noise 
like the report of a pistol. Mr. de Uriarte 
felt a sharp pain in his left hand and the room 
was filled with offensive smoke. Mr. de 
Uriarie was alone at the time, but at the 
sound of the explosion his clerks ran into the 
room and found him sitting in his chair. 
When asked if he was hurt he said his wound 
did-not amount to anything, but he was per- 
suaded to go to Milhau’s drug store on 
Broadway, where his hand was dressed. He 
then telegraphed to his wife and returned to 
his office. Here he remained until 5 v’clock, 
his wife, who bad answered his message in 
person, sitting with him until he left the office 
to gohome. As the time passed the wound 
becume more painful. Although serious, it is 
not dargerous, and is contined entirely to the 
palm of the left hand. Mr. de Uriarte noti- 
tied ihe Spanish Minister at Washington what 
had happened. 

An examination of the remains of the pack- 
age showed thatit bad consisted of an inner 
riauss tube,somewhat similar to the chimaey of 
an Argand lamp, and an outer cylinder of thin 
metal, brass or copper. ‘lhe two ends of the 
tube were sealed with plaster of Paris. The 
tube had a cylindrical cap on one end in which 
a wire was imbedded, and to the other end of 
the wire was affixed a piston intended to play 
ayvainst a piece of sand-paper on the inner sur- 
It is supposed that 
the piston was charged with fulminating ma- 
terial, and that the contents of the tube were 
gun-powder and possibly nitro-glycerine, 


Which would be exploded when the 
powder Was ignited by the fuiminate. The

house, turns a double somersault, and is 
caught by the heels by Vinoa—when astartling 
uceident occurred. Nestor was a little late io 
taking flight from the trapeze, so that Vinoa 
had nearly passed out of his reach when the 
two should have met. Nestor @ly succseded 
in clutebing Vinoa’s heel, andbeing unable 
to hold on, fell, striking in his descent on the 
edge ofthe netand then rolling heavily to 
the ground.

They commence to 
tink by aslight increase of current before a 
vesseltouches them, drop below the bottom 
during the time of passage, and after passage 
rise anc resume position automatically to re- 
turd ihe flow and prevent lossof water. Itis 
proposed ina stream like the Ohio thatthe 
intervals between these dams or wickets should 
correspond to falls of one foot, and they will 
be required onlyin the upper portions of the 
channel where the supply is minimum.

All the counties 
throughout the State are actively working in 
the cause which can contribute so directly to 
the prosperity and growth of the common- 
wealth. The State Immigration Society has 
held itsconvention in St. Louis,to which every 
county} in MDssoutri sent delegates, 
and the valuable reports . and papers 
then read are now being edited 
with care and in a snort time will be publish- 
ed and then scattered broadcast throughout 
the Eastern States and the oldcountries of 
Europe, thus disseminating the advantages

The United States is no | 
longer simply regarded as a lace

for the worthless and ne’er do well, but it 1s 
regarded as a field of commercial and indus- 
trial enterprise promising grander results 
than any combination of capital and labor has 
ever realized. The admission of foreigners to 
the rights and priviliges of-American citizen< 
ship has been tested for nearly a century and 
it has long ceased to be either problematical 
or experimental. The effects of immigration 
upon the -national progress in the great 
elements of strength and greatness and 
wealth and prosperity are astonishing. Ifin 
1790 immigration had beén cut off the popu- 
lation of this country in 1850 would only have 
been what it was in 1820; but as immigration 
put the country thirtv years ahead in nation- 
al progress then, it has since put it ahead at 
‘least twenty years, or fifty years-inall. The 
population of the United States in 1850, if it 


had not been for immigration, would 
have been 755, 423 instead of 
19,987,573, a difference In population 


of 12,482,150. Before the mortality tables of 
the United States were published statisticians 
and political writers usually believed that the 
foreign born died in a greater proportion 
than the natives. But it was shown by the 
last census that 
THE PERCENTAGE OF NATIVE DEATHS 
was 1.494, whilst that of foreign was 1.469. 
According to this calculation the immigrants 
and their descendants must now number 
since 1780 over 20,000,000. Since 1840 
immgration from Europe has been mainly 
directed towards this channel; the largest num- 
ber of immigrants landing here in any one year 
was 1n 1854, when 460,474 immigrants, or nearly 
half a million, arrived. To appreciate the 
value of immigration to this country one has 
only to imagine what would result were 
20,000,000 of our population to be 
withdrawn, thus reducing the popula- 
tion of the United States to 30,000,000. 
Carefully prepared statistics show that 
foreigners bring with them small sums of 
money, averaging about $60 per person. Now 
irom 1776 to 1820 about 250,000 emigrants 
landed in this country; from 1820 to 1879 
about 9,000,000, and during the first quarter 
of the present year over 163,000. At this rate 
the amount of money imported since 179 can 
not be less than  %$550,000,000 gold 
value. It is also a safe calculation to say 
that these immigrants have paid $20,000,000 
intothe Treasury of the United States for 
public lands. In seventeen years ending June 
30, 1879, 4,511,246 immigrants landed on our 
shores, bringing with them an average of }iS 
each, amounting in the total to $306,764,728. 
It can thus be seen that any movement to- 
ward checking 
THE TIDE OF IMMIGRATION 

would be both injurious and calamitous to the 
country. The true _ policy, therefore, 
should be to foster and’ encourage it by all 
means in the power of the Government. One 
great result of immigration is the tendency to 
give to the United States a newand distinc- 
tively American race, more vigorous, more 
enterprising and more cosmopolitan than our 
boasted Anglo-Saxon. 


Immigrants arrive from no less than seven- , 


ty countries, even Malta, India, Syria, Persia 
Guiana, the Society Islands, Corsica 
and Iceland furnishing their quota, although 
of course the number from these distant, out- 
landish places is necessarily small. The stat- 
istics of the German influ are peculiarly in- 
teresting. It is expected that the next census 
will show living in the United States between 
three and four million persons born in the 
German Empire.

THE GERMANIC POPULATION 

of the United States about 6,500,000. The 
number of people in this country of German 
birth and descent, then, amounts to almost 
one-seventh of the entire population, and this 

opulaticn is chiefly in the Western States. 
Nearly all the immigration is from 
Northern Europe, including the Celtic, Teu- 
tonic and Scandinavian races, and thus the 
fact is demonstrated that the people of the 
warm climates have either no desire or not 
force enough to travel to anv extent. The 
Latin races remain stationary. This bone 
and muscle and brain from the old world 
are engaged in building up new common- 
wealths along the route. of fix- 
ed parallels, and now and 
then deflecting northwardly and southwardly. 
But the immigration “boom’’ which is now 
being experienced by the United States is not 
confined to the Old World alone. WMuring the 
pasttwo months asteady influx of new com- 
ers has been goingon from the Dominion of 
Canada, the provinces of New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia contributing the largest number 
of aliens. From Quebec between 3,00) and 
4,000 immigrants have “struck’’ the States 
since the opening of the spring.

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AN APIARY AFLOAT. 


Two Thousand Hives of Bees Upon the 


Mississippi.

How an Enterprising Bee Culturist Fol- 
lows the Bloom of the Willow—-A 
Mammoth Experiment.

A gentleman by the name of William O. 
Atwood, who claims Zanesville, Indiana, as 
his home, is engaged just now in a madmmoth 
and most ingenious effortto produce honey 
in great quantities and of a very superior 
qjuality, the details of which he last evening 
explained to a POST-DISPATCH reporter. 
The demand for honey at all times exceeds 
the supply, and of late years a fine, delicate, 
white-combed honey that is brought across 
the continent from California, has commanded 
own price. Mr. Atwood after 
years’ experimenting with bees 
upon various flowers, discovered that 
the honey made by bees fed 
onthe blossoms of the white willows that 
crow onthe banks of our western rivers is 
eq ual if not superior to the California honey. 


The gentleman last summer brought 600 hives 
of bees west, which he divided into three 
lots, one of which he located near Vicksburg, 
another nearthe old town of New Madrid, 
ind the other on an island about forty miles 
this side of Keokuk. The yield of honey was 
very Satisfactory, but the honev-making sea- 
son Was confined to the bloom of the willow. 
the principle ef a portable apiary is not 
‘ new one. It is in fact a 
verv common occurrence for the bee culturist 
to carefully move his hives from two to five 
times in a single summer, in order to keep in 
close contiguity to fresh clover fields. A great 
many bives are, howeyer, injured by the jolt- 
ing of the wagons; that is, the comb is broken 
down. Mr. Atwood thought over the outlook 
for a long time, and then decided that a steam- 
oat was the safest means of transporting bees. 
lle at once miade arrangements for the pur- 
chase or lease of a small sternwheel boat which 
be found at Vicksburg. He then 
procured two barges of the ordinary kind. 
(n these barges he has placed 1,400 model 
bee hives, filled with busy workers, and about 
200 empty hives. On April 20th he left Vicks- 
burg, and, after a run of ten or twelve miles, 
tied up ata point wherethe willows were 
thick and in bioom. The bees worked among 
the willows here for two days, and then Mr. 
Atwood steamed upthe river amatterof 2 
niles, and again released the bees. It is his 
intention to follow up the bloom 
of the willows as far north 
"aS St. Paul, by which time 
he shall have on histwo barges more honey 
{ban was ever contained in one apiary. 

‘Do you not lose many bees—vagrant bees 
who fiy off into the world on their own ac- 
count?” 

‘*Very few. On the contrary, I have gained 
bees steadily since the trip commenced. Every 
night When mv bees come home they are ac- 
companied by a number of wi:d bees, whose 
acquaintance they have formed inthe willows. 
{ anticipated this, and _ that 
[ carry with me _ the 
al] of which I 
have filled before the:close of the season. One 
thing that will interest you: Bees, you know, 
although very intelligent, are liable to make 
mistakes, and I found out early in the trip 
that theyv.sometimes got confused as to their 
particular hives. This caused a great deal of 
trouble among them until I bit upon the ex- 
pedient of giving each hive a distinctive and 
peculiar appearance. This I did by means of 
bright paints in various combinations, and 
sinte tbat time I have bad po trouble; every 
bee knows his hive. The painting of the hives 
vives my floating aplary a pleasant appearance 
from the shore. °’

THE CHILD WITNESS. 


The Arnoldslivedinthe old brown house 
which you may have noticed at the rigat of 
the road just as you enter the village of 1.—-. 
Pennsylvania, from the south. The house 
stands back aboutten rods from the road, 
among peach and apple trees, and the path 
ruoning upirnmibe gate is bordered with 
pinks and moss. 

I should not speak so confidently; it is five 
years since I saw the villege or the house, anil 
perbaps the awful tragedy enacted unuer the 
woss-covered roof one night may have Kept 
the house tenantiess, and allowed time to 
tumble 1t down. 

One day, in answer toatelegram sent from 
the nearest railrovd station to L——, a matter 
of a dozen miles, I rode into the quaint old 
village on the top of the stage, and at once re- 
ported myself to the town authorities. Every 
inbabitant of the village, even to the ragged 
urchins sitting on the tavera porch, carried a 
grave face and talked in whispers. Had I not 
known a double murder had been committed 
the night before, | could have read some news 
almost as bad by glancing at the faces of the 
tuwns-people. 

While 1 was eating my supper at the only 
hotel the town clerk and the president of the 
village sat opposite and told methe story. It 
seemed that Arnold, who was nearly sixty 
years old, bad two sons in another part of the 
State, and, wishing to divide up hi- property 
before his death, hada few days betorethe 
murder disposed of a farm and some manu- 
facturing interests in Pittsburg, realizing sev- 
eral thousand dollarsin cush.

- down into the village, his night gown red 


with blood, and told the first one he met,

ribly mutilated. The old man’s head was 
nearly split in two, and Mrs. Arnold hada 
horrible wound on the temple, which had 
caused death almostinstantly.

This was the gist of the story I got while 
eating, but I found that none of the sensa- 
tional points had been overdrawn when I 
reached the house. The corpses had been the 
subject of inquest. and had been washed and 
placed in coftizs, but the rooms had not been 
disturbed. <A constable had been present all 
the time to seethat any clew that might have 
been left of the murderer should not be erased 
by careless hands or fect.

I was convinced that the murderer was a 
stranger in that partof the country. No one 
had seen him come or go; no one knew the 
hour of his arrival or departure, and he had

History of a Parisian Woman of Fash- 
ion—A Famous Divorce Scandal. 
| From the New York Heraid.) 


The decision of the Court of Appeal in the 
scandalous Santerre case is of amature to ex- 
cite the wonder of moralists. Mme. Santerre 
was stigmatized by the Court as a faithless 
wife and a corrupt woman. Her guilt in the 
Cafe d’Orsay matter was pronounced to be 
fully established. Yet she is to be allowed to 
have ber cbi'dren to spend their holidays every 
year with her and to visit them every fert- 
night. Thus there is an ample opportunity 
afforded to corrupt them. 

A SCANDAL REVIVED. 

Among the epi:odes woich marked the 
Parisian career of a jovial, good-tempered 
prince, whore death was widely deplored by 
the bons vivantsoftne French capital, none 
gained more notoriety than bis auventure in 
the Cafe d’Orsav with afiuir unknown, sup- 
posedto be the wife ot M. santerre, a de- 
secepdunt of the famous brewer of 1793 at 
whose bidding the drums were beat and the 
voice of Louis XVI. silenced upon the scaf- 
fold. There was inthe whole story such a 
smack of comic opera that it at once caught 
the fancy of the Parisian gossips. The tele-a- 
tele Ina private supper room, the arrival of 
an infuriated bustand, the Lbeauty’s escap2 in 
the disguise ofa pastry cook’s buoy, the cian- 
destine return to the convent from which shé 
had gone to the rendezvous, the deteciives, 
the hush money, the encounter of lover and 
bhusband—ail this bad so long belonged to the 
domain of M. Offenbach and the Theater des 
Varie «Ss thatevery club ia Paris felt.a thrill 
of satisfaction to learn thatit was about to be 
enacted on the stage of the Palais de Justice. 

The clubs were disappointed. The case 
wastried and M. Sunterre gained his di- 
vorce. Butin probing the depths of the mat- 
ter the judges ufMeuartaed such aquantity of 
social refuse that they had considered it in- 
cumbent upon them, in the interests of pub- 
lic decency, to conduct the trial with closed 
doors. Strange rumors, however, found their 
way tothe publicear. It was said that Mme. 
Santerre was accused by her husband of mis- 
deeds in which there was a flavor of Pagan an- 
tiguiiy. The sins that were laid to her charge 
might bave furnished the Marquis de Sade 
with materials ioranew ‘*‘Justine.’? All the 
female mousters of modern French fiction, 
from the trvpical heroire of ‘‘L’Affaire Clsa- 
menceau’’ tothe trivade of *‘Mile. Giraud, 
ma Femme,’ were said to have found tieir 
embodiment in the beautiful person of Jeanue 
Arachequesne. 

These rumors gained ground so quickly that 
Mme. Santerre found herself stunned by 
most of her acquaintance. She had already 
determined toappeal fromthe tribuaal of 
first instance. She now decided to ask that 
the appeal be publicly heard and reported by 
the newspapers. It is for this reason that an 
already fumous case has one* more become 
the sensation of Paris, and that for the last 
fortnight iittle else has occupied the attention 


1 of the readers of the lighter class of papers. 


A WAYWARD THWEROINE,. 

Jeanne Arachequesne, when M. Sauterre 
came to woo her, was one of the loveliest giris 
in France. She bad iaherited the good looks 
of her mother, a famous belle ofthe past. She 
was sprightly and witty, the joy of her frieads, 
the ray of sunshine in the household, which 
had been darkened by her mother’s early 
death. Her father worshipped ber. He had 
been a magistrate under the Second Empire, 
and was a well-known frequenter of the Com- 
piegne fetes. He was not, in any sense, a 
pere sericux. On the contrary, he was a light 
comedy father, playing Brigard to his daugh- 
ter’s Frou-Frou, both equally frivolous. 
pleasure-loving and Parisian. Jeanne had 
treated him as an elder brother, and when 
Sebastian Santerre married her she took her 
father with her into the whirl of Parisian 
pleasure. It was a constant round of picnics, 
races and theaters. She presided at Bignon’s 
over little bachelors’ parties. Shescandalized 
her husband’s sober friends by singing risky 
songs trom the concert halls or dancing meas- 
ures peculiar to the Salle Valentino. In these 
respects M. Santerre evidently appreciated her 
qualities. ‘*‘*C’est une delicieuse maitresse,’’ 
eaid he. 

Thentwo children were born to her, and her 
life grew calmer. She would talk of them 
very tenderly to her father. ‘*There is a de- 
ligbiful sun to-day,” she wrote from Cannés 
in 1874, “but nothing could be so delightful 
as your little granddaughter. Ona railway 
journey the child is charming. Sheslept thir- 
teen hours from Paris to Marseilles; and all 
the way from Marseilles to Cannes she kept 
us laughing with her stories and songs. We 
embrace you a thousand times, bon petit pere 
cheri, Jeanne makes you her curtsey, which 
they are teaching her in the dancing school. 
As for the baby, he is asleep. Could he be 
better employed ”’’ 

THE BREACH WIDENS, 

But the pretty scene was soon clouded over. 
M. Santerre’s parents came to live with him, 
and Jeanne began to experience some of the 
little miseries of married life. She drew closer 
and closer to her father and the breach widen- 
ed between husband and wife. It would be 
well to touch lightiy on the suspicions which 
entered the mind of M. Santerre, and on the 
construction which the base malevolence of 
the servants’ hail persuaded him to put on the 
tender familiarities of Jeanne and her father. 
The latter were not altogether discreet. 
‘‘Mile. de Maupin’’ and Ovid were hardly 
books for family reading. At the same time 
M. Santerre made a fata] mistake at the trial 
in accusing his wife of unspeakable wicked- 
ness, and the sympathies of the spectators 
were with herthroughout. She already had 
charges enough to meet, for it was learned 
that she had encountered at Mentone the 
Prince with whom her name is associated. 
He followed her to Paris and saw her at mass, 
at matins or vespers, at the Trinite, Saint Lou- 
is d’Antin or Saint Germain |’Auxerrois. She 
signaled to him from her balcony in the Rue 
Scribe, almost opposite the Grand Opera.

THE THAMES RAT INDUSIFRY. 


Digging Down the River Walls to Catch 
ot 9 by Thousands. 
iF 


m the London News. | 


At the Woolwich Police Court vesterday 
pee Wooten was summoned by the Piumn- 

ead District Board of Works for damaging 
the bank of the River Thames by removing 
me earth, the. damage being laid at ten shil- 
Ings. The charge against the defendant was 
that he damaged the river wall by digging for 
rats onthe Kent shore at the spot where the 
Princess Alice foundered. It appeared that 
at the piace referred to, which is contiguous 
to the northern and southeru outfall sewers, 
water rats (the Mus amphibius) abound in 
tens of thousands. ‘hey feed on pieces of 
bread and fat which float on the surface of the 
water every time the metropolitan sewage is 
discharged into the river. Prior to last year 
the fat was collected by men in boats, giving 
rise to a supposition, which gained a good 
deal of credence at the time, that it was puri- 
fied and sold as butter. The provisions of the 
Adulteration act, or some otner unknowa 
cause, cleared the Woolwich and Erith Reach- 
es of these riverscavengers. The latter have 
been replaced by an army of rats which flour- 
ish and multiply to an alarming extent on the 
refuse food finding its way into the London 
sewers. These rats frequently run up the 
sides of vessels, and thus get carried to every 
part of the world. ‘This abundance of water- 
rats naturally attracted the local and London 
rat-catchers, who secured the animals alive 
and sold them at four shillings per dozen. In 
digging into the river wall te procure them 
considerable damage was done, and as the law 
throws the maintenance of this portion of the 
Thames bank upon the Plumstead District 
Board of Works the latter put up notice- 
boards offering a reward of £5 on 
conviction of any one found injuring 
the river wall. John Harding, a young 
fellow living in Dawson street, Plinm- 
stead, having seen the notice-boards, prob- 
ably, conceived the idea of watching till the 
rat-catchers came to ply their calling. A few 
days back Harding observed the defendant 
digging with a spade for rats, and forthwith 
proceeded to give information to Mr. Gingea, 
the assistant surveyor for Plumstead parish. 
The two men met the defendant coming away 
{rcm Tripcock Point carrying a spade anda 
dozen raisinacage. He acknowledged the 
truth of all Harding said, but stated that he 
was rot aware thathe was coimmiiting any 
ofensée. Mr, Balpuy ordered himto pay ten 
shillings damages, with four shillings c sts, 
or to undergo seven days’ imprisonment. The 
Plumstead District Board of Works met the 
same day and ordered paymentofthe £5 to 
Harding, on whichone of the members (Mr. 
Kimber, solicitor) pointed out that a reward 
of £5and# penalty of ten shillings would 
very soon induce young fellows out of work 
to act in collusion, one digging for‘rats and 
getting tined fourteen sinllings and the other 
taking the reward of £5 and dividing it be- 
tween them. Upon this view of the case be- 
ing presented to the board it was formally re- 
solved toreducethe reward trom £5to one 
guinea.

THE SPANISH PRETENDER. 


Home of Don Carlos—Not a Very Happy 
Family—A Frivolous Wife and aa 
eneesat Son—Revelations Made by 

eneral Boet. 
[From the New York Tribune. | 


Some entertaining revelations have just 
appeared in Voltaire concerning the real life 
of the pretender tothe Spanish throne, Don 
Carlos. They comethrough Spanish sources 
from bis former adjutant and confidant. Gen. 
Boet, whose present enmity against his old 
chief might make their veracity a matter of 
question did they not accord with the general 
Gossip current in Paris and the reports of 
peopie who are familiar with the soi-disant 
royal household at Passy. 

he house of the Pretender, according to 
Gen. Boet, is rented furnished. Nothing be- 
Jorgs to bim—not even the horses 1n the stalls. 
The beautiful Andalusian stallion which bis 
partisans gave him for his war-horse in the 
jast Carlist rising has disappeared. Dona 
Margaretha, his wife, sold the horse after the 
failure of the movement, and when a few 
French Legitimists raised a puree, bought 
back the animal and presented him to Don 
Carlos a second time, Dona Margaretha sold 
him-sgain. This incident is characteristic of 
the Spanish household at Passy. Extrava- 
gance and ee of poverty go hand in 
bspd, and while there is wastefulness ia 
some directions there is pinching ecohomy in 
others. Every Sunday a ola comes to say 
matsinthe chapel of the house, and with 
equal reguiayity Dona Margaretha sends a jag 
of Spanish wine to the neighboring Carmelite 
monastery to replenish the altar cup. 

Don Carlos has five children. His oldest 
son, the Infante Don Jaime is described us a 
proud, lazy, bad-tempered boy, whose natural 
faults have been aggravated by the bad educa- 
tion he has received. A fanatical Carlist, Gen- 
eral Fontun, was charged with h@® education, 
and made great plans for his careful training, 
which the father set aside, saying: “It is not 
necessary that my son should learn much his- 
tory. Above all, do not mstruct him in poli- 
tics. You know what our family bas experi- 
enced. It would be very disagreeable to me if 
my son should one day do to me what! did to 
my father. Our camp is full of discon- 
tented people, who only need to give Don 
Jaime bad counsel to bring about 
wlatI fear. Be on this point careful and 
vigilant.’’ To General Boet the Pretender 
once said: ‘*My son is prematurely rip2 and 
very smart for his age. e has inherited my 
ambition and my stubbornness. I remember 
very well what my father had to endure from 
me When I was still held in check by the hob- 
bler of Frohsdorf. who refused to recognise 
me until my father had abdicated in due form. 
The hebbler will, however, not be living to 
bridle my son, and therefore I wish that Don 
Jaime may only learn whatis necessary— 
reading, writing, arithmetic and a very little 
of history, that he mav amuse himself well 
and have no comprehension of politics.’ 
Geneial Fontun gave up his position as pre- 
ceptor because he could not get along 
with the Queen, as Dona Margaretha is 
called by the Carlists. General 
Boct tells many entertaining anecdotes about 
the wife of Don Carlos. Once she tried to 
establish a Salon which should attract numer- 
ous representatives of the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main, as wellas the leading Carlists anda 
number of Royalist writers. The enthusiasm 
she stimulated by this project did not last 
long. Shehada photograph album, which 
she kept on a table where visitors could see it, 
and in which on the margin under the por- 
traits she had written such remarks as these: 
“Countess Blacas. Talks teo much; is dull 
and wearisome.” ‘‘*Countess Mantague. 
Understands nothing about the toilet; gives 
herself airs,’’ etc. These comments did not 
long remain a secret, and the Faubourg St. 
Germain was soonin an uproar which ended 
in its withdrawal from -all relationship with 
the house in Passy. 

Dona Margaretha is credited with an ab- 
surd passicn for the theater, and when her 
company at dinner sits longer than 7 o’clock 
she gets into a feverish impatience. She 
breaks into the most important political con- 
versations with the latest news from the 
Palais-Roval or the Varieties, She makes.no 
secret of her disgust fcr politics and her lack 
of faith in the mission of her husband. ‘*You 
know that I understand you thoroughly,’’ 
she said one day to her husband in Gen. 
Boet’s presence. “No one is less fitted than 
you to lead the Carlist cause. Thereis noth- 
ing in your disposition nor in your 
ideas to make you a good Carlist.”’ There is 
vo harmony between husband and wife, as- 
serts Boet, not only because Don Carlos is so 
fond of the coulisses of the theaters whose 
representations Dona Margaretha attends,but 
beeause all harmony of ideas has ceased be- 
tween them. The breach was shown with most 

ublicity when the Pretender returned to 

aris from his last campaign in Spain. The 
“Queen’’ had established in that place what, 
for her circumstances, was a brilliant court. 
He was crushed and beaten and no one in his 
suite dared say a wordtohim. His wife 
came to meet him in a gorgeous toilet, and 
with a great following of priests and 
nobles, a cold, heartless smile 
upon her lips. The whole atmosphere of riches 
riches and enjoyment increased the anger of 
Pretender. is first word was a curse; then 
he ordered Dona Margaretha to follow him, 
and locked himself in aroom with her. The 
people outside heard a storm of curses and 
reproaches—heard him accuse her of wasting 
the money that he needed for his campaign; 
heard her accuse him of failing to gain a 
throne by his incompetency, his cowardice and 
bis scandalous life. Then they heard her 
scream and beg for mercy. A moment later 
Don Carlos eame out with adisturbed coun- 
tenance, and when the servants entered the 
room they found their mistress senseless on a 
sofa, with a swollen face and eyes almost out 
of their sockets.

How the French Novelist Looks and 
Works. 
{From the Parisian. 1] 


Mr. Zola’s manner of working is just such 
as one might imagine from a careful examina- 
tion of his works. The ‘*Rougon-Macquart’’ 
are the developments of a series of experi- 
mental and physiological deductions.

He builds up the scaffolding 
in two or three hours, and then begins a long 
process of reporting. Having fixed upon a 
scene, he visits the street, the house, and the 
very rooms where he iatends to lodge his 
characters. He studies their trade and tneir 
language, and records the result of his obser- 
vations in his note-books. For example, for 
the “Faute del’Abbe Mouret,’’ he made a 
little note-book labeled: ‘Ornaments 
d’Eglice” (church ornaments). The pages 
are full of notes about ecclesiastical 
matters, and extracts from the theological 
works. Forthe famous ‘‘Assommoir,” ; 
Zola made plans of the Rue de la Goutle d’Or 
of the memorable promenade of the wedding 
party through the Louvre Museum, gnd, in 
in in short, of all the places in which the 
events of the beoks are located. Each per- 
sopage, too, has a note-book devoted to what 
might be called his physiology. More note- 
books, bearing the word ebaucbe (sketch), 
contain each proposed chapter of the bvok 
condensed into four pages. Such are the ma- 
terials out of Which Zola constructs, spins or 
builds bis complete novel. He works four 
hours a day, from 9 o’clockin the morning 
until 1, during which time he writes in large 
schoolboy hand the amount of some five 
printed pages ;the next day he adds five more,

Peanuts are notas delicious eating as the 


nuts that are produced on trees and bushes.

Gets His Butter and Miik. 


Proposed Inebriate Asylam—Something 
Much Needed—Miscellaneous Gessip. 


Bpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 18.—Ic is pretty well 
demonstrated * by various practical experi 
ments that under proper management 
an asylum for inebriates may be made not only 
a temporary Tefug? fer the unfertunate where 
they will be properly cared fer, but in many 
eases the means of their permanent reclama- 
tion, and it is now proposed to establish an 
institution of this character in Washing- 
ton. A corp>ration for the purpose was cair- 


tered by Congress about four years ago,but as 
et no waren on has been made. [t will 
done, probably, at the present session, and 
@ want which has long been felt be properly 
supplied. We say a want that has long been 
felt, because tlvere ig no section of the Ameri- 
ean Continent of the same areaas the District 
of Golumbia that produces an equal pumoer 
ef hopeless drunkards to the acre, or where 
so many alevholic wrecks go drifting aimlessly 
about. Of these tbe Capitol has furnished its 
quota; the clerical population of the de- 
partments contributes largely to the list; 
many decayed families of eminertlv respect- 
able antecedents are also represented on the 
roll. Then there is another motley multitude 
of bankrupt claimants, professional lobbyists, 
scbemers, contractors and adventurers, woo 
have been everlastingly stranded between tie 
Seylla of disappointment and tne Charybdis 
of dissipation, with nothing left to look for 
or live for. To all these the proposed 
asylum will be a benison indeed, and it is no 
more than fair that the Government, 
which sets up so many temptations 
to vice, should make some provision for those 
who by stress of fortune become its victimes. 
Within the very walls of the Capitol are fre- 
quentiy germinated the sceds of very dissolute 
fruit, and when the men who assume to make 
the jaws and embody tbe statesmanship of the 
country go staggering sbout their business, it 
is not to be wondered at that so many others, 
not equally lucky in hfe, sould fall by the 
way-side and become the objects of public 
‘charity. 
THE POLICE. 

In the report of Major Thomas ?. Morgan, 
Superintendent of the Metropolitan Police, 
made in October, 187, it is stated that the 
foree then author!zed was * ‘entirely too small 
forthe duties expecied of it.” The city of 
St. Louis, asthe readers ef the Post-Dis- 
PATCH are well aware, labors under a similar 
difficuity, though not in so great a degree. 
The present number of patrolmen in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is only 200—no greater than 
‘it was fifteen years age, when the popu- 
jation was but half what it is now, 
and when many streets and avenues 
now built up and thickiy inkamted were 
littie wore than country reads. @f these, two 
hundred mep, however, someof whom have 
‘suburban beats which they can hardly travel 
‘over in a dav, al least seventy-five are assigned 
téspecial duty at the railroad depots, Execu- 
tive Mansion, steamboat wharves, Govern- 
‘nent buildings, police courts and elsewhere, 
£0 that the average numberfor patrol duty 
does not exceed one hundred and twenty-five 
men. An increase of two hundred was asked 
by Major Morgan, butas yet no inerease his 
been authorized, and consequently the 
District is but imperfectly policed. 
For all this it may truthfully be said that 
what the force lucks in guantityit makes up 
in quality.

Brock, a gentieman of great executive ability, 
courtesy and courage. He does with existing 
circumstances the very best that eircumsiances 
adit of, and the department 16 in all resp2cts 

‘most admirably mavaged. With the 200 ad- 
dit:ona! men asked fer the force will be 
brought very nearly to the verge ef perfec- 
tion, and considering the disorderly elements 
that so largely prevail ia our population, 
the manand brother being excessively pre- 
deminant, Congress sbeuld no longer hesi- 
tate to grant the relief which the District so 
much needs.

Colored People’s Rights in Theaters. 
[From the Philadelphia Times, May 11.1 

The nine-bundred-dollar verdict obtained 
some time ago against Mrs. John Drew for tne 
act of one of her employes ofthe Areh Street 
Theater in ejecting a colored manand his wife 
from the theater is the subject of a Supreme 
Court decision. It appears tnat in April, 1874, 
the police of the city gavea series of enter- 
tainments in aidof the Centennial. One of 
thean was given atthe Arch Street Theater. 
P. A. Peer, colored, bought two tickets for 
this entertainment, and ‘subsequently took 
them tothe box-office of the theater and ex- 
changed them for reserved seats. On the 
night of the entertainment, April 16, Mr. Peer 
and his wife wentto the theater, and were 
about entering tbe door when the 
ticket egent called to an emp’'oye, 
‘Clear them niggers away.’’ The em- 
ploye pushed against them. Mr. Peer and 
his wife resisted, but finally they were forced 
out. It was claimed that Mrs. Peer was in- 
jured, and the suit was brought against Mrs. 
Drew. After the verdict she took the case to 
the Supreme Court, alleging that there had 
been a mistake in the form of the action, and 
that the plaintiffs were only entitled to a ver- 
dict of , the amount paid for the two tiek- 
ets. The court of last resort, in an opinion 
by Justice Sterrett yesterday, sustains the 
judgment of the lower eoart. After remark- 
ing that the right action had been brought, 
the Justice says: ‘‘Whether the tickets con- 
ferred mierely a license or something more ts 
immaterial. if they gave only a license to en- 
ter the theater and remain there during the 
performance, itis very clear that the agents 
of the defendants had no right to revoke it as 
they did, and summarily eject Peer and his 
wife from the building in such a manner as to 
injure her. We incline to the opinion, how- 
ever, that as purchasers and holders of tick- 
ets for particular seats they had more than a 
mere iicense. Their right was more in the 
nature of a lease, entitling them. to peaceable 
ingress and egress and exclusive possession of 
the designated seats during the performance 
on that particular evening.*’ 


A Great Chess Match to Come.

Theforthcoming match between Rosenthal 
and Zukertort will prove an interesting affair, 
not from the fact alone’that forthe last four 
years no important contest between acknowil- 
edged masters of the game has taken place, 
but more because of the eminence of the two 
players. It will be remembered that Dr. Zu- 
kerturt won the first prize (value about 75° 
000 francs) in the Paris International Tourna- 
ment of 1878, beating Winawer, Blackburne, 
Bird, Mackenzie, Anderson and Rosenthal in 
the order named. Besides defeating this 
formidable srray of first-rate players, he his 
won first prizes in other Continental tourna- 
ments. Asan analyst he has no eqisl; asa 
blindfold player he has but one rival—Blacke 
burne; and, as far as public performances 
may be trusted, he is one of the strongest, if 
not, as Many assert, the champion player of 
the world. Mr. Rosenthal, thoueh a Russo- 
Pole by birth, has been domiciled 
in Paris for many years, and is the undisput- 
ed champion of Franee. His public eareer 
has not been as prolific of success as Zuker- 
tori’s, but itis evidentfrom the few matches 
be has played—and notably when he defeated 
Whisker, one of the ablest of English players, 
some years ago—and from other games of his 
on record,that be is by no means an unworthy 
antagonist. In international tournaments he 
was not successful as a prize-taker, excapt in 
the Vienna contest of 1873. In the great Paris 
she he was only seventh, but his opinion, 
which is shared by many of the best judges of 
the game, that tournament play 1s not the 
prewer testofaplayer’s strength, prompted

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OUR BOSTON LETTER. 
Fresh Fashions a: the Hub—Taking 


Care of Intemperate Women—Among 
the Bookmakers.

Boston, May 11.—One must be nothing if 
pot artistic in these days. To de harmenious 
and in good taste, a costume should match 
throughout, even to the parasol. : 

Let me tell you of a very unique toilet I 
saw on the streetto-day. A plain black vel- 
vet skirt peeped beneath a surtout of pearl- 
gray goods, lined with an exquisite shade of 
corn-colored satin. The hat was one of the 
broad-brimmed Raphael shapes, lined with 
the same delicate satin, which gleamed like a 
balo about the bright, piquant face of its little 
wearer. The finishing touch, that which at- 
tracted my attention first, was the beautiful 
black satin parasol, with a wreath of wheat 
and oats painted around thé border and a 
lining of the corn-colored satin. The entire 
costume was very striking, though simple and 
modest. 

Quite a new branch of business has been 
opened, and one eminently fitted for lady 
srtists, by the present rage for painted sun- 
shades, fans, and even dresses and other gar- 
ments. The painting of jewelry and dainty rib- 
bozs was but small and puttering work 
compared to the field that is now opened in 
which to exercise the artistic talent. 

Painted fans have long been in vogue, 
and painted dresses have been worn for a year 
or more, but painted parasols are quite new 


this season. Handsome b'ack satin parasols 
bave wreaths of painted wild roses and daisies 
in buds and biorsoms, so exquisitely tinted 
that they look as if they migkt be plucked 
away. Others bave morning-giory vines 
twining up the sun-shade, with pink and white 
blossoms and buds, leave: aud tendrils in 
perfection of loveliness. Black or very dark 
colors seem to be best suited for this kind of 
decorations, as they show it to bet'er advan- 
tage. By far the handsomest one I have seen 
is a dark wice-coloied satin, on whichisa 
painted bunch of tbe dark-brown cat-tails 
and bright vellow buttercups, with a gor- 
reous butterfly hovering above just ready to 
alight. Painted parasois of ligater material 
are only shownin ecru pongee and are not par- 
treulariy pretty. What a dainty sun-shade 
might be made by painting on black 
or dark-green satin a large drooping fern leaf 
in imitation of the shades which you may have 
often plucked from ciustering fern-veds to 
shelter you from the hot sun of some vacation 
dayinthe country. Or, if you have never 
tried this pretty and effective device yourseif, 
you may have scen Emma Abbott and Tom 
Karl come trippivg Onto the stage in the first 
act of **Paul and Virginia” with the green 
palm branch sheltering them from the mimic 
rain. Thereis no possibility ofeimproving 
very mucb on first principles after all, aad the 
height of art is to imitate nature. 

The bright-colored, large parasols are great 
favorites, having been introduced in New 
York with the coaching fever, when they were 
made to match the fanciful costumes worn ona 
these delightful trips. Cashmere. Persian 
and oriental effects are shown, some of whica 
are very beautiful. One of very heavy brocade 
in light blue has red ribs outside of the satin 
lining, instead of being hidden by it. One very 
showy shade is dark purple with wine-colored 
Persian figures, the edge being finished 
with heavy chenilie of the two colors com- 
bined. 

A WORTHY INSTITUTION. 

I pafd a visit the other dav tothe Home for 
Intemperate Women, which was established in 
this citv in January, 1879, and is the first in- 
stitution of the kind ever openediun New Eag- 
land. Itaimstoaid andif possible tov res- 
cue women hitherto left to wander friendless 
and forlora, after the disgrace attending the 
first impriscument for some oifense committed 
while under the influence vf liquor. Many 
when first brought before the muaicipal 
courts are piaced under probation in order 
io give them opportunities to reform; but the 
means of the probation officers are necessarily 
limited, and too often the poor wretches sink 
back into their former helpless, degraded 
state. 

The home was opened by a good woman, 
who bad jong hud an ambition to do some- 
thing for that most unfortunate clas3 of her 
sex, and who succeeded in convincing a few 
generous people that a good work might be 
done here. The first put the heuse ina goud 
rupning condition, furnishing the chambers 


commodations for about thirty inmates, and 
on January 27, 1879, the first inmate was ad- 
mitted. 

From that time the Home rapidly filled up 
and the first annual report, issued February 1, 
1880, states that the Home has sheltered 125 
inmates of al] nationalities and ofall condi- 
tions, maids, Wives and widows of ali ages, 
from fifteen to sixty-seven years. After a 
stay averaging fifteen days, during which 
time those who required it were placed under 
medica] treatment, and all found themselves 
under kindly and Christian influences, some 
were sent to fill situacions procured for them, 


others returned to their homes, several were ; 


sent to hospitals and only seven were expel- 
led as hopeless cases. 
_ Many unhappy outcasts seek shelter in this 
institution, and many also, strange though it 
may seem, are sent there from families which 
stand high in this respectable city of ours. 
Mothers and daughters from wealthy famil- 
‘les, Who have acquired an ungovernable taste 
for strong drink, opium, or other dangerous 
drugs, are sent here to be treated, and after a 
Stay of weeks or months, as the case may re- 
quire, return totheir luxurious homes and 
their loving friends, andthe world supposes 
they have only been ona trip to the springs 
or - shore or some other fashionable re- 
sort. 

All the inmates with the exception of those 
whose way is paid by anxious friends work 
with one common interest, as if belonging to 
oue family. Each has her duties assigned her 
by the kind-bearted ma‘ron, who is univers- 
ally loved and respected. 

The laundry, kitchen and diming-room are 
all taken care of by the inmates, it being con- 
sidered by best au.horities that it is muca bat- 
ter for the women to have something to do ia 
which they may ve interested, thus occupying 
their minas and preventing morbid leisure. 
They seem to be cheerful and happy in the 
tasks ajlotted them, and by which thew are 
saved the mortification of being mera objects 
of charity. a on bright-looking were 
the women in the sewing-room, and the ar-, 
ticles completed and on the road to completion 
on the table were proofs of their indus- 
try and skill with the needle. 

Even those of the wealthy classes who are 
inmates of the Home for a while, although 
they do nottuke part in the general house- 
work, are kept busy with their embroidery 
or any musical instrument they may have a 
fancy for, and are not left to their own 
thoughts, which might drive them wild with 
upbraidings and self-criminations. 

The institution is very young yet—:carceiy 
& year old—but it has aiready proved itself 
a helping hand in the great work of saving the 
fallen, sand much may be expected of it in 
the future. Itis largely self-sustaining, and 
the few dollars needed to bring up the 
balance each year will surely be furthcom- 
Ing.

IDA CLARE, 
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Intermittent Fever and Insanity. 
\From the New York Times.| 


It used to be the observation of a very cele 
brated physician and medical lecturer, now 
deceased, that in studying the etiology of 
cases Of inexplicable suicide that had fallen 
under his notice from timetotime, he had 
frequently, usually indeed, found that there 
was previous history of interinittent fever, or 
periodical fever, generally of the quartern 
variety. Attentionis recalled to the remarks 
of an experienced practitioner by a reportin 
the last number of **‘ Neurological Contribu- 
tions,” published bythe Putnams, ofa ver 
remarkable case of malarial insanity, wit 
pain at the vertex of the head, hallucinations 
of hearing, distressing buzzing in the ears, 
and we!l-defined paroxysms of suicidal mania, 
accompanied by more or less 
consiant suicidal predisposition. The 
patient, a lady in moderate circum- 
stances, had, up to 1877, been subject to regu- 
lar attacks of intermittent fever, which yield- 
ed to remedial measures, leaving her pale, 
anemic, debilitated and nervous. In the lat- 
ter part of that year she became subject to 
sudden attacks 01 mania, whien, while not re- 


arity, were periodical, or rather, rhythmical, 
in their oecurrence. The mentai depression 
Was extreme and terrible; her dreams excited 
and full of perturbed visions, and her hearing 
ut times baunted by strange voices calling up- 
on her to kill berself, or torturing her with 
epithets too insulting and obscene to be writ- 
ten. She was sent to .n Insane asylum, and 
remained there tor nearly two years without 
material benetit. The history of the case was 
never inquired into by the asylum physicians, 
and she was reclaimed by her friends asa 
harmless incurable sftera long period of med- 
ical trifling. At this stage she fell miler the ob- 
servation of a distinguished practitioner, who, 
happily, rewembered somethiog of M. Dail- 
larger’s able monograph on ‘*Insanity as the 
Sequel of Intermittent Fever.’? published ia 
1843, and made a‘tpecial study of the cases 
cited by that author and by Griesinger in the 
‘“‘Tranusactions of the Sydenham sSociety.’’ 
Both show that insavitvy may replace the 
paroxysms of the fever, and microscopic 
studies bave demonstrated that a deposition 
of pigmentary deposits in the biood-vessels of 
the brain and retina accompanies the develop- 
ment of the insane phase of malarial disease. 
Examination with the ophthalmoscope dis- 
closed the existence of retinal pigmentary de- 
posits, and the case was accordingly treated 
as ove Of residual insanity, contingent upon 
the action 2f malarial poison, and a cure ef- 
fected. The important aspect of the case is, 
however, the occurrence of suicidal predispo- 
sition contingent upon Malarial fever, even 
afterthe paroxvsms had vanished, and tie 
report of it shoula iead medicai men to inquire 


carefully into the relation between malar.a 


and suicide.

The original *‘Colony Charter,” so-called, 
Which is framed and occupies a place on the 
wel) of the private office of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, was taken down Friday 
morning and photographed for use inthe Me- 
morial volume of Boston. This charter which 
is in a perfect state of preservation, and for 40 
years hes been an object of interest to visitors 
at the State-house, was granted by Charles [. 
in 1628, and two 5 ears later was brought over 
by Gov. Winthrop. The very box in which 
it Was brought is now in the Secretary’s oitice. 
1t 1s Dearly 3 feet long, from 6 to 8 faches 
wide. is covered with leather and beors a 
strong resemblance to a violin case, ‘ue sec- 
ond or ‘*Province Charter,” granied by 
William and Mary in 1691, also hang« ia the 
Secretary’s room, and is equally wel! pre- 
se; ved.
